Q:—Having been in contact with some Monrovia people, 
I have a question. Are we not foolish to build a Police 
and Fire station when we are very close to the County 
taking over those services as they are doing in so many 
cities?

Your Volunteer Fire Department costs 
you annually about $40,000. The County would req-uire 
paid men areund the clock and is estimated to cost around 
$285,000 per year. Your Police Department costs you around 
$285,000 per year, and only the other day the County an¬ 
nounced that one man, one patrol unit would cost the 
cities $278,000 per year. Do you honestly think the City of 
Siena Madre could afford this kind of luxury, plus skele¬ 
ton services?

.Southern California blood 
donors can now give blood 
to the Rod Cro.ss at inter¬ 
vals of 56 days, Instead of 
84 days, according to Mrs. 
Ruth Barden, Blood Program 
Chairman for the Sierra Ma- 
(ire Branch, American Na¬ 
tional Red Cro.ss. 

The Blood Program Chair- 
man said' the Interval bo- 
tween donations was short- 
e.ned by recommendation of 
the Lo.s Angeles County 
Medical Advisory Committee 
to the Red Cross Blood Pro¬ 
gram, and it brings Califor- 
.nia in line with the rest of 
the nation, which has 'ii.sod 
the shorter Interval for some 
years. 

Dr. Eugene P. Adashek, 
Medical Director of the Red 
Cross Blood Program In Los 
Angeles and Orange Coun¬ 
ties, said the new, shorter 
interval is rrrdically safe — 
the body replenishes the 
blood in a very short time. 
He added that the change to 
tlio new Interval was neces¬ 
sitated by the increas e d 
need for blood and the pre¬ 
ference of hospitals for the 
blood collected in the Red 
Cross program over that 
supplied' by commercial 
banks. 

“Increasing use of ope.n- 
,heart surgery and .needs of 
wounded Vietnam veterans 
have both helped create a 
shortage of blood,” Dr. Ada¬ 
shek said. “Also, current

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July l, 1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

Dame Melba was to di.ne 
at his hotel the following 
day. To surprise her, and 
show his appreciation, he 
resolved to serve her a com¬ 
pletely ,new dish — a des¬ 
sert in her honor. 

From a block of ice he 
shaped two wings of a swan 
and' coated them with icing 
siigar. Betwee.n them were 
peaches resting on a bed of 
vanilla ice cream. This di.sh 
was to recall the mast fa¬ 
mous scene in Lohengrin, 
and at first he called the 
.sweet, peches au cygne — 
“.swan-like peaches.” 

Later, on the occasion of 
the opening of London’s 
Carlto,n' Hotel, he improved 
the sweet by adding rasp¬ 
berry sauce. It was then 
that he renamed the de.s.sert 
and' called it Peach Melba. 
Today Peach Melba is made 
with a half of a canned 
peach, a -scoop of vanilla ice 
cream, and topped with 
raspberry .syrup. 

There are two stories a.s 
to how Melba Toast got its 
.name. On one of Dame Mel¬ 
ba’s visits to London, she 
again stayed at the Savoy 
iHotel. As she wa.s k('epi.ng 
a .strict diet to control her 
weight she ordered .nothing 
but dry toast. 

One day when she asked 
for her usual dry toast, the 
head waiter was busv and 
left its preparation to one 
of his men. Something went 
wrong a.nd the toa.st served 
w'as miieh too thin and dry. 
When the chef noticed the 
error it was too late. He 
rusheid to Melba’s table to 
apolo.gized, and exported a 
very strong complaint. To 
his surpri.se .she compliment¬ 
ed .him on the “exquisite 
toa.st.” Natural I.v, the chef 
was overioyed a.nd then and 
there called I In* toa.st by her 
.name. 

He contin.ued to .serve the 
new “invention” as long as 
Melba was at the Sav'oy. 
Other guests l>egan asking 
for it, a.nd “Melba Toa.st” 
became a favorite, low cal¬ 
orie delicacy in fashionable 
restaurants the W'orid over. 

The .seco,nd, but less excit- 
injT story, is that Escoffier 
created it for a friewi. Mad¬ 
am Ritz, who had com¬ 


plained to him that her 
toast was much too thick. 
At this same time Melba 
was a guest at the Savoy 
and known to favor toast. 
Thjs gave Escoffier and his 
friencl the idea to name it 
Melba Toast. 

Ice cream is believe.^ to 
be a Chinese invention, or¬ 
iginating as “water ices” 
some 3,000 years ago. Marco 
Polo brought it to the West. 
In America George Wa.sh- 
ington and Mrs. Alexander 
Hamilton made it, and Dol- 
ley Madison popularized it. 

By the early 1900’s mil¬ 
lions of Americans were eat¬ 
ing ice cream in cones, so- 
,das and .sundaes. Tlio ice 
cream soda was introd.uced 
at the .semieentenn'ial of the 
Franklin Institute in Phila¬ 
delphia in 1847. 'Tlie ice 
cream cone was originated 
at the St. Louis Fair in 1904. 

The ice cream sundae has 
an interesti.ng beginning. A 
legend a.sserts tliat it re¬ 
ferred to Sunday’s left-over 
ice cream dishes, sold, pos¬ 
sibly at a cheaper price, 
during the following week. 
However, in reality we owe; 
the fir.st Sundae to an Am- 
erica.n drugstore ow.ner, but 
where or just when is .still 
a matter of controversy. 

Some say the Sun'dae was 
invented in Evanston, Illi¬ 
nois. Others say Norfolk, 
Virginia. Rut, no matter 
where it was first made all 
accounts agree o.n the rea¬ 
son for it. 

It was purely a matter of 
circumvo.nti.ng the law. Sun¬ 
day had to be strictly ob¬ 
served in many a.nd' peculiar 
ways. Puritan tradition 
made it a .solemn and som¬ 
ber occasion. Amo.ng other 
forbidden activitie.s on the 
Sabbath was the dri.nki.ng 
of .sf)da dri.nks. People were 
till thir.sty and a idrug.store 
prf)prietor saw a chance to 
give his customers a re¬ 
freshing dish on the Lord’.s 
Day. He began to sell iee 
cre.am with syrup and he 
named the concoction Sun- 
da.v. 

"I'lio authorities contended 
(hat it was sacriligious to 
call this di.sir “Sunday” so 
the drugstore ow.ner ctian.g- 
ed its spelling to “Sundae.”

The rate is reduced 
from 80 to 70 cents per hun¬ 
dred on buildings covered 
with tile or other fire-resi-st- 
ing roofs in policies cover¬ 
ing a three-year period, 
which is the life of a very 
great majority of the poli¬ 
cies issued. 

Founder of Mother’s Day 
was a Friend of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Woman — For years a 
Philadelphia neighbor of 
Mi.ss Anna Jarvis, fou.u'der 
of Mother’s Day, Mrs. Eliza¬ 
beth S. Dietz of 8.5 South 
Baldwin avenue. Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, preserves warm memor¬ 
ies of the charming person¬ 
ality responsible for begin¬ 
ning an observance in which 
the whole .nation will join 
next Sunday, May 10. Mrs. 
Dietz told yesterday of how 
Mother’s Day began nearlj' 
25 years ago with the sim¬ 
ile observance of Miss Jar¬ 
vis of a special day eac'h 
spring in memory of her 
mother. So sirpple and unaf¬ 
fected wa.s the Philadelphia 
woman’s veneration, that 
she began a custom which 
was take.n' .up by her neigh¬ 
bors and passed from them 
all over the country.

In Greek Mythology, Nar¬ 
cissus was a beautiful youth 
who fell in love with his 
own reflection in the clear 
pool of a mountain spring. 
One of New York’s foremost 
psychiatirists and psychoan¬ 
alysts, Dr. Aaron Stern- -be¬ 
lieves that the nation-wide 
epidemic of d-rug misuse 
among the yoiuth generation 
has its foundation in a 
wide-spread Narcissism de¬ 
veloped in adolescence. He 
blames parents whose hus¬ 
band-wife relationship does 
not reflect true love (caus¬ 
ing the child to turn in¬ 
wardly) an.d- the child him¬ 
self for his refusal to grow 
into normal adulthood. 

Dr. Stern is Supervising 
and Training P.sychoa.n-alyst 
at Columbia University’s 
College of P,hysicia,ns a.nd 
Surgeons. In recent years he 
has concentrated o,n the 
worsening problem of drug 
mi.suse among American 
youth. He was the kickoff 
.speaker in the most compre- 
liensive (and enc-ouraging) 
statewide drug seminar ever 
held in America, the Drug 
Alert ’71 two-,d-ay program 
in Birmingham Jan. 28-29. 


Frustration — Drugs!

Self Centered Genration? 


Dr. Stern based his lec¬ 
ture on three basic proposi¬ 
tions which he set forth as 
follows; 


“1. The young in America 
today are tho most Narcis¬ 
sistic generation of ado¬ 
lescents i.n tho history of 
this country. 


Dr. Stern’s advice to par¬ 
ents of young children; 
“Tho homo shoaild be an¬ 
chored in tho love rclatian- 
•ship between- the parents. 
Kids should- want that kind 
of love for them.selvos and 
come to reco,gnize they can¬ 
not get that unless they 
grow up and fi'nd it for 
themselves in other huma,n 
beings. One of the most dov- 
astati.ng concepts in growth 
development is the ‘child- 
centered’ home. When you 
make your little boy a 
prince and every little girl 
a princess, why sho,uld they 
over let go. The outside 
world- will ,not be so kind. 
’Pile children will be forced 
to compete on a different 
level. Their frustration .poses 
the big problem. Drugs are 
one of the inadequate solu¬ 
tions.”

Split the State? 


A now (wist has lioon given the “split California in 
two” argument by Senator Randolph Collier, dean of tho 
upper hou.se. 

Collier’s intriguing proposal — or interesting spoof — 
is to split the state into West California and East Cali¬ 
fornia, wlien all these years other split advocates have 
suggested states of Southern and Nortliern California. 

Over the years the degree of enthusiasm for a State 
of Northern California and a Slate of Southern California 
has run uji and down like a public opinion ixill in search 
of an issue. 

Tho apparent thesis behind Collier’s West and East 
California is that the West state, to include the 13 coastal 
counties from Marin in the North to San Diego in tho 
South, would bo an urban state. The 45 counties not 
included in West California, but to become East California, 
would bo a more rural, agricultural and recreational area. 
Thusly, perhaps tho thinking goes, the urbanologists and 
the environmentalists can each have the best of two 
worlds. 

West California, to a large extent, could wrestle with 
the problems of tho metropolitan cities while East Cali¬ 
fornia wouldn’t have to get nearly so mixed up in rapid 
transit, regional government, water pollution, smog and 
all that stuff. 

It’s beautiful — 

One tiny problem might bo that a heck of a lot of 
West Californians would want to migrate to the idyllic 
East state as fast the old jalopy and family fortune per¬ 
mitted. 

For the moment, however, the major obstacles facing 
Senator Collier in socking approval of East and West Cali¬ 
fornia are the tortuous legislative process a measure of 
this magnitude must face, the answers to the questions 
of how to split the existing state debt equitably between 
the proposed now states, tho saetity of contracts entered 
into by the existing state of Califoria and how they would 
have to be reconciled between the ne-w states, and the 
other old issues raised whenever a division of the state 
has been broached. Tlicy are all arguments with which 
Senator Collier is familiar. 

In the event Senator Collier meets with legislative 
success, there of course is still an enormously complicated- 
procedure wliich must be followed before the two states 
come into existence. 

All the arguments aside, Senator Collier is due kudos. 
His proposal is fresh, it is ingenious, it focuses strong 
attention on many of the critical issues confronting us 
all, if only because it suggests radical surgery of a new 
type as a solution. 

Could it bo that this is what the twinkle eyed veteran 
of a thousand legislative skirmishes has in mind, or is he 
just saying tliat the people who are closest to the problems 
tliey have created should bo more responsible for reso¬ 
lution of them?
